per cent.

Cullom 
and fie other new State officers were for- 
mally inaugurated. The military display 
was unusually fine, about 800 men be- 
ing in the iine, and, notwithstanding 
the hitler cold the marching and ma- 
neuvres of the troops are described as 
being in every way satisfactory. 
The 


inauguration ceremonies proper took 
place in the hall of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, which was filled to its ut- 
most capacity. The address of Gov. 
Cullom was an exceedingly happy effort, 
being replete with thoughts and sug- 
gestions well calculated to bring a thrill 
of pride to the breast of.every lllinoisan. 


After the address, the Governor re- 


viewed the militia from the steps of the 
capitol. 


In the Senate Lieut.-Gov. Hamilton 


delivered an address to the Senators, 
and Gov. Shuman bade a pleasant faro- 
well to the body over which he had pre- 
sided for four years with such signal 
satisfaction to all concerned. 


The day's festivities closed with a 
rand reception at the executive man- 


sion, which, in the language of a cor- 
respondent, "was a broadly democratic 
affair. All classes, races and conditions 
of humanity were received by the Gov- 
ernor and family. Much of distinction 
and much brilliance was presented. The 
gentlemen with swords, with straps, 
with buckles and with tinsel were there. 
Many people were there in full dress, 
and many with dresses not so full pre- 
sented themselves.

with their wives and daughters, found 


welcome. Judges of the Supreme 


'ourt, the Federal Courts, Circuit 
ourts, County Courts and Criminal 
Courts crowded in and out. Senators 
and Representatives were all there, cs-

new ones. 
An elegant 


>and furnished elegant music. Later 
n the evening, when the crowd had 
ecreased and when space was available 
ancing was the order, and for this 
here were plenty of ladies. 
Rich and 


eautiful toilets were numerous, show- 
ng that Illinois people in the main arc 
rosperoui. 
During the evening, some 


,500 people shook hands with the 
Governor and extended to him their 
congratulations 
upon his. successful 


entrance upon his second term as Gov- 
ernor of Illinois." 


It was during the fiercest stages of 


the great war of the rebellion that sev- 
eral of our ministers called on Presi- 
dent Lincoln on an important errand.

There is a man 
with a large, ugly wen on his person. 
He consults a number of physicians 
about it. 
They all agree as to two 


things. They all agree that it is a wen; 
that is the first thing. They all agree 
that it must oome off. About the 
method of removing it they do not 
agree. One says the best way is to 
put 
the knife into it, and with the 


knife remove it. 
One advises powerful 


external applications with a view to its 
removal. 
Another 
thinks the better 


way is to put a cord tightly around it 
and every day draw it tighter until at 
last a severance will of itself occur. 
That, gentlemen, is just the way it is 
here with ns. 
We are all agreed that 


slavery ia a wen on the government. 
We are not yet agreed about how to do 
it." 
With this the clergymen shook 


heartily the hand of the good President 
and went away.

What it is—How it is Doue—Its Effi- 


cacy in Ireland. 


The word "boycotting" has been add- 


ed recently to the literature of Irish 
politics. 
The operation of boycotting, 


growing out of the practice first and 
most signally put upon an Irish farmer 
of that name very reeettly, is among 
the simplest yet surest means of bring- 
ing pressure to bear on landlords of any 
that has been devised. It can only be 
carried out effectively by a people act- 
ing in unison, and the secrecy with 
which it is exercised makes it strong, 
though impalpable, force. 
The nearest 


approach to it in England was the ays? 
tern of what is called "picketing"'by 
members of the trades union, when on 
a strike, to prevent "ratB," or non-union 
men, from engaging to work lor em- 
ployers at wages that the striking trades 
unionists bad refused. 
In "picketing" 


the'non-union men were "shadowed ;" 
that is to say, watched wherever they 
went by union men detailed by a com- 
mittee for that purpose, a certain num- 
ber of men taking turn and turn about 
for this purpose. These picketed work- 
men were first quietiy approached and 
solicited to join the union. If they re-

John Kelly, ex-comptroller ol" the 


city ol New York, leader of the Tsmma 
nj democracy, 
cx-alderraan, ex-con- 


gressmao, ex gheriiT, statesmen, lecturer 
aod orator, is emphatically a self-made 
man. 
Be was born iu the fourteenth 


ward, m thi3 city, in Hester street, near 
Mott, where his parents kept B small 
general store, His fatner, Hugb Kelly, 
was a native of (Jounty Tyrone, Ireland, 
and bis mother, Sarah Donnelly, a na- 
tive ol Fermanagh. Johu, the eldest 
child, was educated at the parochial 
school attached to St. Patrick's Cathe- 
dral. He «as studious and ambitions, 
aud, feeling the deficiency of the crowd- 
ed parochial school, be became a steady 
attendant at the evening ecboola, which 
had been then lately established While 
he wan obtaining all the education these 
institution* could give Ihim, he felt de- 
sirous ot earuicg his own living, and en- 
gaged himseif as an office boy in the 
New York Herald, then published in 
the historical cellar on Ann street.

We believe it is generally ac-

Even when 
an accident cannot be attributed to 
carelessness or recklessness, of dan- 
ger, a person might often avoid ac- 
cidents by a little presence of mind 
The Ottumwa Courier notes a case 
of presence of mind on the part of a 
C., B. & Q. brakeman named Field- 
ing, the other day, which saved him 
from severe injury. He stepped in 
between the cars to make a coup- 
ling, taking hold of the link with 
one of his. hands which was in a 
close-fitting wet glove. The weath- 
er was so (Jold that the glove froze 
fast to the link, and Fielding could 
not get his hand away. All this 
time the cars were coming back at 
the usual rate of speed, and there he 
stood, perfectly unconcerned. He 
held the coupling-pin in his other 
hand, when tbe cars were about to 
strike him, he put the pin between 
the drawheads, which protected his 
bands to a great extent. Not a 
fcxme was broken, and beyond a 
slight barking of the hand, he re- 
ceived no injury. 


How to Treat a Frightened Horse. 


A man who has had much expe- 


•ience in managing horses, says: 
''Whenever nervous horsemen notice 
heir horse directing his ear to any 
x>int whatever, or indicating the 
slightest 
disposition 
to 
become 


ifraid, let them, instead of pulling 
he rein to bring the horse toward 
the object causing its nervousness, 
pull it ou the other side. This will 
instantly divert the attention of the 
horse from the object exciting his 
suspicion, and in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred the horse will pay 
no more attention to the object, from 
which he will fly away if forcibly 
driven to it by pulling on the wrong 
rein. 
The practice most persons 


have of forcing a horse up to the 
object, frightening, is dangerous and 
useless." 


Measuring Corn 


A number of rules for measuring corn 


have been published. As a multiplicity 
of rules tend to confuse, the question 
arises, why can we not have one pood 
rule? The reason is obvious. 
New 


corn will not measure as many bushels 
to the foot or inches as old corn, on ac- 
count of shrinkage. A crib of corn 
measured in the fall will not yield as 
many bushels to the cubic foot "as when 
measured in the spring or summer. Corn 
in wngon. when first put in, will not 
measure as much to 'he foot ae when 
hauled several miles. Hence the necess- 
ity of working by different rules under 
different circumstances 
Ail rules are 


based upon the number of cubic inches 
in a bushel of shslled corn, which is 
2150.4. If all corn shelled out the same 
under all circumstances, it would be 
very easy to have one rule. 
As near 


right as any rule I have tried ii twelve 
cubic feet to the barrel tor corn in crib 
in the fall of the year, eleven and a half 
feet in spring time and about eleven feel 
in summer; twelve feet as thrown in 
tvagon iu the fiaid and eleven and a 
quarter hauled four or fiva mile=.

TBE GRADUATING SYSTEM EXPLAINED. 
A graduating course of study is in 
ourse of preparation, adapted to tbe 
wants ol our country and village schools, 
'bis course will be made the best posei- 
le under tbe present conditions of our 
cbools. The course will be graded from 
he readers, as a basis upon which to 
tnake promotions. Those pupiis who are 
ludying the first, second and third read- 
n>, and the first years' work In the fourth 
eader, will be considered as belonging 
o the primary department of tbe gradu- 
>ting course, and those pupils who are in 
be second years' work of the fourth 
eader and the first and second years' 
work of tbe fifth reader, will be classed 
n tbe grammar department of tbe gradu- 
,tiDg course. Thie provides for tbe com- 
>)etion of tbe grammar school course at 
be »ge of fourteen or fifteen, and pre- 
tares tbe pupil for commencement in the 
rraduatiog division or high school course 
of two years. Please note carefully tbe 
'ollowing explanations: The ccurse will 
jrovide for thorough work not only in 
each of tbe readers but in the studies 
which logically belong to this grade; to 
llustrate, the first leader pupils will not 
only be required to read well in this 


raae but must do a certain specified 


amount of number work, spell all the 
words in tbe reader, do a certain amount 
of writing, sentence building or copyin g 
a certain amount of object lessons dratrn 
rom familiar objects around ue; tbue wil 
a regular graded work be followed up in 
each years work, introducing each study 
as the mind is ready for it, and carrying 
alt studies in a true, logical order. 


When the class (or a •pupil) completes 


tbe reader grade in wbicb be belongs be 
will befnrnisbed with a promotion card 
entitling him to enter tbe next higher 
grade. These promotions will be kept 
up through tbe course till the pupil com- 
pletes tbe grammar grades wben be will 
5e examined for promotion to tbe bigb 
school department by tbe county super 
ntendent. At this point he will receive 
a much larger and better executed cer- 
tificate of bis completion of tbe preced 
ng course of study and this will entitle 
lim to enter tbe fir/a! graduating class 
'or a given year. In this claes pupils will 
ie required to review cerium practical 
topics in arithmetic, grammar, etc.; (such 
practical topics as^are needed in a life 
'ull of activity and contact with a world 
of bustle and business) they will also be 
required to do a certain amount of sci 


work, including a little book-keeping. 


Provision wil! be made tor instruction in 
in the above branches at tbe proper point 


Note this statement: 
Catalogues wil 


be published annually, showing, among 
many valuable things they should show 
tbe names of tbe prospective graduate 
one or two years preceding the com 
mcncement exercises, tbe names of the 
teachers in a given district, etc. 


When tbe final years' work is coinplet 


ed tbe superintendent will call tbose com 
peting far graduation to a central scboo 
bouse, hold a public examination, makiD, 
it as much ofel as practical, decide on tb 
grades of tbe pupils, and in the eveniu, 
of the same day either at the same schoo 
house or at some convenient church, bole 
commencement exercises in which th 
diplomas, properly signed by tbe teacher 
directors and superintendent, will be prc 
sented to the individuals graduating, tb 
graduating pupils will then recite tbei 
orations, declamations, essays, etc. 


Let ua look at tbe above plan in its tru 


light a moment. It is simply the appli 
cation to primary schools of a well 
grounded principle employed in bigbe 
schools. Every student who enters col 
lege, for example, has his course rnappei 
out for him. He may do more, but ther 
is a minimum of work which be must do 
So here, as soon as a child passes from 
a grade be knows just how much be mus 
do in tbe next and bow much time be bn 
for completing it. 
It insures a variev 


of studies instead of just such as tbe pu- 
pil's fancy may select, as at present. M 
opinion is that a pupil from 14 to 16 year 
of age, who has carried the severa 
grades, will do better work in four o 
five branches than in one alone. 


Space will not admit of further explan 


The county cannot b 
organized immediately, as the course o 
study and plan of organization must be 
thoroughly digested.
